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DAVID THOMPSON 
COMMEMORATIVE 





The Honourable Hugues Lapointe, 


Postmaster General, has announced 
the details of a special postage 
stamp to be issued in honour of 


David Thompson, famous Canadian 
explorer and geographer of the late 
18th and early 19th centuries. The 
stamp will be a five-cent denomina- 
tion and will be first issued for sale 
on June 5th, 1957. 

Mr. Lapointe also announced that 
although the Post Office Department 
had indicated in November, 1956, 
that among the postage stamps to 
be issued in 1957 would be a 10-cent 
Aerogramme form and a five-cent 
stamp with the United Nations 
Children Fund (UNICEF) as the 
subject, plans for the issuing of these 
two stamps had now been postponed 
indefinitely. This was due to the 
fact that suitable designs for these 
stamps had not yet been found. 

The story of David Thompson is 
that of a young English “Charity” 
boy who at the age of 18 came to 
Canada in the service of the Hudson 
Bay Company after having completed 
a course in navigation. Following his 
arrival in 1784, he painstakingly con- 
tinued his studies, and soon was 
carrying on important exploratory 
work for the company in the North- 
west. By the time he was 17, he had 
penetrated Western Canada as far 
as present day Calgary. David

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Very Rare 
Port Carling — 


‘‘Postmaster’s 
Initials” Pmk.

Early in 1956 in a New York auc- 
tion I was most interested to find a 
series of covers advertised postmark- 


ed at Port Carling and bearing what 
was listed as “Postmaster Initial” 
cancellations. These covers were 
date around the era of 1874-7, and 
carried the one, two and three cent 
Small Queens, and all having, as well 
as the “Postmaster Initials,” the or- 
dinary Port Carling postmark on the 
cover. 

My own collection of Small Queens 
cancellations runs to three albums, 
but I not only did not have a sample 
of these Port Carling Postmaster 
Initials but I had never seen any of 
them previously. I happened to be in 
New York the day of this auction 
sale, and when an unexpected and 
immovable business appointment pre- 
vented me from being at the auction 
itself, I went around to the auction- 
eers at the lunch hour and put in 
bids for all the lots at roughly 5096 
higher than the auctioneers’ highest 
estimates. None of these bids were 
high enough. A few months later 
another batch of these Port Carling 
covers were up for sale at the same 
auctioneers, and this time I com- 
missioned Ezra Cole to attend the 
auction with instructions to get me 
good samples of both of the Post- 
master Initials on sale, “MS” and 
"BHJ". The eost was heavy—higher 
than I had ever. seen any Small 
Queen cover sell for—but the result 
was that I got five beauties, show- 
ing not only the two varieties of 
Pert Carling Postmaster Initials, but 
also these were on the three values

of the one cent, the two cent and the 


three cent stamps in the Small 
Queens. 


Illustrations of the postmarks on 
two of these covers appear with this 


item. The Postmaster Initials “MS” 
as illustrated are on a cover dated 
October 23, 1874, while the Post- 
master Initials “BHJ” are on a 
cover dated April 6, 1875. Since ac- 
quiring these treasures, I have done 
some research into their history, and 
particularly am indebted to Mrs. 
Leila M. Cope, now the librarian at 
Port Carling and the author of a 
history of the village which was 
published this past summer at the 
time of the 50th anniversary of the 
village's incorporation. 

There was a total of just nine 
covers in the whole series of Port 
Carling Postmaster Initials, in which 
five were with the initials “MS” and 
dated Sept. 4, 1874, Oct. 23, 1874, 
Dec..15, 1874, Dec. 22, 1874, and 
Feb, 23, 1875. With the “BHJ” 
initials there were four covers dated 
April 5, 1875, Nov. 29, 1876, Jan. 9, 
1877, and March 27, 1877. All covers 
were addressed to the Commissioner 
of Crown Lands at Toronto. 

It did not take too much investi- 
gation to determine the meaning of 
the initials “BHJ” which appeared 
on the later series, for these were 
the initials of Port Carling’s first 
postmaster, Benjamin Hardcastle 
Johnston, who was one of the first 
settlers in Port Carling, coming to 
that district from London, Ontario, 
in 1866, and who was Postmaster 
from 1868 to 1897. Incidentally Ben- 


aa 


jamin Hardeastle Johnston was re- 
sponsible for the name of the Village 
of Port Carling, which he named af- 
ter a friend of his, Sir John Carling, 
Member of Parliament from his home 
district of London, Ont. Some of 
Mr. Johnston’s descendants still live 
at Port Carling where they were in 
the boat-building business until last 
year. 

The earlier initials “MS” were 
finally tracked down to denote “Mus- 
koka Steamer" as signifying mail 
which was then carried by steamer 
from the railway lines at Graven- 
hurst and Bracebridge up Lake Mus- 
koka and through the locks to Lake 
Rosseau and Lake Joseph. There was 
a variety of these steamers, but their 
suecessors today are the “Sagamo” 
and the *Segwin" which are well- 
known to Muskoka residents for the 
100-mile cruises which they make 
during the July-August tourist sea- 
son. Daily they go past my summer 
home at Port Carling, which in turn 
explains my major personal interest 
in these very unusual covers. 

In this era of the 1870s, the cork 
cancellations were common on Small 
Queen stamps, and many a post- 
master used his inventiveness to 
make very elaborate designs. In quite 
a few instances these were the in- 
itials of the town where the post of- 
fice was lecated or more rarely the 
initials of a postmaster himself. 
Quite a few of these are illustrated 
in Boggs, “Postage Stamps of Can- 
ada," including both the “MS” can- 
cel and the “BHJ” on a cover later 
in 1877 than mine. This rest is 
theory, but it occurs to me that 
Postmaster Johnston tried out first 
the initials “MS” to designate the 
Muskeka Steamers which carried the 
mails during 1874, and when appar- 
ently no one objected to these in- 
itials, for which there was at least 
an unofficial excuse, he tried a new 
design using his own initials *BHJ", 
starting early in 1875. The date of 
the uses of these Port Carling In- 
itials support this theory. 

One of my covers was on a legal 
size envelope, and I have it framed 
and hanging on the wall of the 
living-room in our cottage at Port 
Carling where it is certainly a con- 
versation piece for all our visitors. 
I have been unable to locate any 
other stamp collectors in Port Car- 
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ling, and none of the local residents 
to whom I have talked had ever seen 
previously any of these Port Carling 
Postmaster Initials. 

Editor's Note.—Now, will someone 
come up with a story on Jarrett's 
1032 illustrated in his 1929 book, said 
out of Andover, N.B., and bearing 
the initials HDB; or his 1021 initialed 
EP and 1022 with F.B. Many with 
single letters signified the post of- 
fice or province, but those with mul- 
tiple letters may have been the post- 
masters initials. Unless on original 
cover collecting of these cancels on 


loose stamps never carried much 
weight with the writer. It would 
seem the unscrupulous could carve 


their own corks if inclined to coun- 
terfeit. 


OFF CENTRE PLATE BLOCKS 





I consider Plate Block Charlie has 
done an excellent job in keeping col- 
lectors informed and interested in ac- 
quiring the popular plate blocks of 
Canada. It would be of interest to 
hear what Charlie has to say about 
retaining off-center blocks, particu- 
larly of the War Issue as well as 
Prime Ministers and Wild Life issues 
and others. Does he consider as time 
passes there is any possibility of 
such material becoming acceptable to 
collectors of the future or should 
such items be used now for postage 
and thus remove them from circula- 
tion. Mr. Bentham writing in Weekly 
Philatelic Gossip mentioned that the 
$1 Destroyer (Seott's No. 262) of the 
War Issue was commanding increas- 
ed prices, despite off-center condi- 
tion. In speaking of such material I 
am thinking of plate blocks that are 
slightly off center and not such 
items as have the illustration pushed 
caver against the perforations at one 
side or at the top or bottom. How- 
ever, just to show future generations 
an example of what was permitted to 
go into circulation the plate block 
collector might mount on a separate 
album page a few of these extremely 
off center blocks. In looking at such 
emissions I must conclude someone 
had a bad night which put him off- 
center the following morning.—E. L. 
Piggott.

To exhibitor No. 174 (whose name 
and number we couldn't find in the 
catalog) thanks for a few moments 
of titillating delight which we en- 
joyed in reading the humorous defi- 
nitions in his display of what quali- 
fied one as a collector, trader, or 
dealer; or the cover addict who 
might reflect that the covers he af- 
fected in the very early years of his 
life served a more utilitarian pur- 
pose as he lay on his stomach and 
kicked his heels in the air. We wish 
we might be permitted to print all 
his references for our readers. 

From two hundred years ago it 
was interesting to see a display of 
cards or covers each illustrated with 
a picture of a rugged Scot and a 
piece of his clan tartan shown across 
the top for the post office to slap 
postmarks or other postal insignia 
thereon. 

Maxim cards caught our interest, 
so too did ancient covers of the years 
1500 and 1600. A block of four early 
Newfoundland in Dr. Matejka's dis- 
play which were worth $16,000, 
shows how scarcity of a small piece 
of paper in its proper category can 
make it become big and important 
and $16,000 small and unimportant. 
in comparison. And speaking of 
money, the $5,000 bill in a Bank Note 
Company display, is something not 
going to be in common circulation 


cinch. 
Being a B.N.A. fan it was hard 


for us to tear ourselves away from 
viewing them, thus we missed the 
pleasure many derived from the time 
they spent examining the many fine 
foreign collections. But what could 
one expect with only one afternoon 
to cover the showing when many 
with the full three days failed to get 
around them all. For size and im- 
portance the show rivaled the 1951 
Capex Exhibition, 

We met a lot of old friends; sorry 
we missed others that were there. 
Strange as it might appear we knew 
more from distant Toronto than our 
nearby city of Ottawa—but that’s 
our fault.

MANITOBA VACATION STAMPS 


By C. Armstrong 


At last, after a year of rumors, 
the Manitoba Vacation Pay Credit 
Stamps have materialized. As illus- 
trated above. There are three de- 
signs. 1c, 2c, 5c, all are purple in 
one design. 10¢ brown, 25e orange, 
in another design. 50c red, $1 green, 
$5 yellow, in another design. The 50e 
has blue controls, $1 and $5 red 
controls. 

They can be purchased at face 
value from the Department of Labor, 
332 Legislative Bldg., Winnipeg. 

In 1956 the post office department 
experimented with a machine to 
print the ful] amount on money or- 
ders and stop the use of postal and 
scrip stamps. The machine is used 
only in large post offices at the 
present time. 

Part of an old postal note is shown 
in the above group. Printed in the 
design is “revenue tax paid," which 
might refer to the fee. It comes in 
blue and black. Were postal note 
stamps used too? 

Also shown is the machine print 
on a money order, showing the 
amount and fee, which is displacing 
postal note and scrip stamps. 

Incidentally the word is “serip 
not “script?” as used in catalogues 
and revenue columns.

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Provisional Coils of Canada 


By L. Seale Holmes, M.D. 


These have been called experi- 
mental coils, but after much study 


of several details I have come to the 
conclusion that Provisional is per- 
haps closer to the real name. This 
I shall explain later on in this paper. 
These were made by either tearing 
or cutting the regular panes of 100 
stamps into vertical strips of 10 
stamps and joining these on the top 
selvedge. This selvedge always mea- 
sures 64 mm. I have seen both cut 
apart strips and torn apart ones. The 
horizontal perfs, are all present, with 
no imperforate edges being found. 
Now the 2c red stamps of this issue 
before January 15th, 1914, had no 
imperforate edges (Marler) but those 
issued after that date came in panes 
of 100 with one vertical and one hori- 
zontal margin imperforate, being 
cut from the sheet of 400 stamps. 

This would show that these coils 
were made from stamps printed be- 
fore January 15th, 1914. The first 
regular coils came out about Nov- 
ember 1912, the exact date is not 


known. There is no record at Ottawa. 
These previsional coils are all made 
from the retouched die, the first 
plate of which was approved Decem- 
ber 28th, 1912. This would prove that 
these provisional coils must have 
come from stamps printed after De- 
cember 28th, 1912, or in other words 
were made after the appearance of 
the regular coil stamps. This would 
rather rule out the idea of an ex- 
perimental coil and must surely 
have been made for some other rea- 
son and may I suggest that the de- 
mand for coils had exceeded the 
supply of the regular coils. So in 
order to supply this demand they 
made these “provisional” ones and 
it is reported that 18000 rolls were 
made up. These were apparently not 
used up and were left in the Dept. 

There came a day when the P.O. 
opened up its philatelic section for 
the stamp collecting public and on 
this day the late Mr. F. T. Norris 
dropped in and found Mr. Taylor in 
charge. Mr. Taylor knew nothing 
philatelically, so Mr. Norris in a let- 
ter to me said he stayed around the 
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department for two or three days 
guiding Mr. Taylor in various ways. 
During these days Mr. Norris found 
many of these rolls still in stock and 
purchased some and to authenticate 
them picked up a rubber stamp that 
was on the desk and stamped on 
the gum side over the paste-ups. 
This stamping is shown in illustra- 
tion No. 1. The rubber stamp did not 
have the year showing, tho you no- 
tice there is space for that, so Mr. 
Norris wrote in with ink the year 
1915. Now in a letter to me the same 
Mr. Norris reports that years later 
another collector found that there 
were still some of these rolls in the 
dept. which he bought and knowing 
what had been stamped on the 
earlier occasion, picked up the rub- 
ber stamps (this time there were 
evidently two of them as shown in 
the illustrations) and he too stamp- 
ed the gum side over the paste-ups. 
This time the year was not stamped 
or entered, yet the same month and 
day, May ilth, was set to correspond 
with the previous ones. The type is 
of different sizes and one rubber 
stamp had “No. 1”. Please note these 
differences as shown in the illustra- 
tions. A writer in England reports 
that a Canadian collector reported 
that there is an oval stamping but I 
believe this is not correct. The first 
was rectangular, the later ones are 
true circular, though not all of the 
circle is showing on the stamps. 


Now to go more deeply into these 
coils. I have a pair and a strip of 
three of the first ones. The pair is 
slightly darker tint than the strip of 
three. All lines in these stamps are 
clear and clean cut. I have three 
strips of fcur of the second stamp- 
ing. Each strip shows two tints of 
color. The lighter tinted ones show 
clean, clear eut lines in the spandrels, 
while the darker tint shows these 
lines as fuzzy. The paper varies in 
thiekness, texture, some showing the 
appearance of the paper used experi- 
mentally in October 1924 with the 
2c, 5c and some of the due postage 
stamps. The lighter tint is on the 
thicker paper. One of my strips has 
an imperf edge on the left side of 
the upper two stamps, while the two 
lower stamps have “full” perfs. plus 
a very narrow strip of “selvedge” 
showing. Could this not be edge of 
the stamps of the next vertical row 


of stamps? This could very well be 
proof that these stamps were cut 
into strips. In other places the perfs 
look to have been torn rather than 
cut. I can see no gum difference. In 
the box at the lower right corner, I 
see the line on the right is weak and 
in places broken. The various types 
of rubber stamping are shown in 
Holmes Catalogue on page 61. I 
might add that the rectangular 
stamping was in a purple ink while 
the circular ones are in black. I 
trust this covers the subject com- 
pletely.

Can anyone shed additional light 
on this interesting piece of Canadian 
Postal History?

The following note from Arnold 
Banfield of Oakville, Ont.—(one of 
the two foremost students of this 
particular stamp)—might be of in- 
terest:—“‘There are at least five 
types of the SE (LR) ‘X’ variety in- 
cluding one where both lower ‘X’s 
extend past lower frame line."

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Envelopes with Albino or Colorless Impressions

During the years I have conducted 
the “HOLLOW TREE” column in 
POPULAR STAMPS I frequently 
have mentioned something about 
Canadian Postal Stationery. Like 
other items or sidelines, this has led 
to a great number of letters of in- 
quiry from collectors. 


Perhaps no single item of Postal 
Stationery has brought more in- 
quiries than “Albino” or colorless 
impressions of the stamp on Can- 
adian government envelopes. Almost 
everyone also sooner or later asks 
the question, “What are they 
worth?” It they don’t ask the ques- 
tion, it is generally because they 
have already assumed that the items 
are of tremendous philatelic value. 

The February 9th issue of Western 
Stamp Collector carried a short ar- 
ticle entitled *What About U.S. En- 
velope Stamps Which Have Color- 
less Embossing?” I suggest that 
readers refer to this article wher- 
ever possible, as the answer to the 
title quesetion applies equally as well 
to Canadian Postal Stationery. 

The writer of that unsigned ar- 
ticle points out that the Scott’s 
Standard Postage Stamp Catalogue, 
Vol. 1 carries in italics at the head 
of the U.S. Envelope and Wrapper 
section (page 51—1956) the follow- 
ing information: 


“Envelopes with the stamp 
printed in colorless embossing 
from an uninked die, are known 
as ‘albinos.’ They have little or 
no added philatelic value.” 


It was also pointed out that Scott’s 
United States Stamp Catalogue 
Specialized, has long carried a refer- 
ence to these items near the end of 
the information section at the head 
of the Envelope Section. This reads 
as follows: 


“An Albino impression is 
where two or more envelope 
blanks are fed into the printing 
press. The one adjacent to the 
printing die receives the color? 
and the embossing while the 
others are embossed only. Un- 
used albinos of current issues 


are not scarce, have only a 
nominal value and should be 
classed as printing errors. Al- 
binos of earlier issues, cancelled 
while they were current, are 
scarce and well worth preserv- 
ing.” 

It further pointed out that the in- 
formation section which prefaces the 
Envelope section of the Minkus New 
American Stamp Catalog carries 
similar information. I quote from 
that found under “Albinos and Mis- 
prints” on page 135 of the 1954 edi- 
tion. 


“Occasionally two envelope 
blanks will feed into the en- 
velope-making machine at one 
time. The top sheet will receive 
an inked impression, the bottom 
sheet an impression without ink. 
Such colorless impressions look 
like “white?” stamps, and are 
called ”albinos.” They are quite 
common for recent issues, but 
rather rare for early 19th cen- 
tury envelopes. Although they 
are interesting, as a rule they 
command very little premium 
values. Envelopes with two im- 
pressions of the stamp, one over 
the other or partially over each 
other, are rare and much sought- 
after by collectors.” 


Any variety of course is worth 
saving, and to say that an item is 
not worth much of a premium doesn’t 
mean that they are not worth adding 
to one’s collection. They definitely 
are. But they are far from uncom- 
mon. When a person buys a full box 
of envelopes from the post office it 
is possible that he may find several 
“albinos.” If one is seriously interest- 
ed in securing these varieties, one of 
the best sources would be to contact 
local printers who specialize in 
printing business stationery. They 
generally “put aside” such abnor- 
mal impressions and for the most 
part would be glad to save them for 
you. 

Interesting additions to one’s col- 
lection of Canadian Postal Station- 
ery? Yes! Valuable and rare items, 
worth a big premium? No! 
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P. B. Charlie Says: 


No doubt most of you have the new 
edition of the plate block catalogue 
by now. If you were as surprised as 
I was with some of the increases, no 
wonder. I expected increases all down 
the line, but not to the heights some 
of them reached. To any of you who 
kept any records of dealer prices, 
many of the increases would not sur- 
prise you, but with so many posi- 
tions not on dealer lists, the new 
catalogue prices were certainly sur- 
prising. Increases were to be ex- 
pected in most of the earlier issues 
also, but the way some of them pole 
vaulted is an indication of where 
they can be expected to go in another 
five years. One thing I note in the 
new edition is the near elimination of 
those plus lines under some of the 
values in the old edition. Not know- 
ing just how scarce these positions 
were, the plus line was used. It looks 
to me that No. 231, Plate 10 UR, 
could have been priced with Plate 11 
UR. As I see them, one is just as 
scarce as the other. One of the great- 
est inereases noted in the catalogue 
was No. 235, Plate 3, all four posi- 
tions going from $1.25 to $30.00 per 
position. These are scarce and did de- 
serve a huge increase. Increases in 
the “Royal Visit” issue were to be 
expected. Still further increases can 
he expected with some of them be- 
fore too long. Nice increases in the 
War Issues. Plate block collectors 
with most of these in their collec- 
tions can certainly smile. One of 
these days No. 231 to No. 236 nar- 
row selvedge issues will be listed and 
prieed in the eatalogue, so get them 
whenever you see them. The sports 
issue ean be collected in both wide 
and narrower selvedge. Look for a 
new edition of another plate block 
eataloeue later this year.

Gibbons 
have raised the retail price to 15/, 
however some wholesale quotations 
are higher due to scarcity. 

The last and final issue of Gold 
Coast (Ghana) overprinted on the 
Queen set may prove a problem for 
some collectors who have delayed 
ordering, as the London market is 
short of these sets and prices have 
already advanced. It has been sug- 
gested that some further supplies 
may be obtainable from the Colony, 
but no guarantee of delivery is giv- 
en for further supplies to the trade. 
Prices for these sets have varied 
considerably. One USA firm was re- 
tailing them at wholesale prices. 

What are to be the last issues for 
Tangier and overprinted 1857-1957 
have been the cause of another rush 
for supplies and is considered an- 
other “Tops” for the future. As far 
as we know only complete sets were 
distributed to the 10/-, this set to- 
gether with the Gold Coast over- 
prints are considered the two best 
of the year. 

Another good set for the future 
may be the coming Malta issue of 
the George Cross set which was re- 
leased on April 15th. It is to be on 
sale only for one week and there- 
fore have a very short life. 

Our *Loon" wildlife stamp appears 
to have been well received every- 
where and in my opinion is the out- 
standing stamp of any previous wild- 
life issues, the color could not have 
been better. 

Some weeks ago Fyndhem of Lon- 
don fame drew attention to our 3c 
Coil Postage ommitted of 1950 and 
mentioned that Gibbons had raised 
the price. The issue was 3,000,000 
only and Fyndhem suggests the 
price will continue to rise. 

So long and may you get some 
good golfing weather. 


Canada Notes 


oc Loon Wildlife Stamp 


This is the latest Canadian issue 
and I think the best looking number 
of the Wildlife series. The deep 
black of its ink makes it stand out 
rather brilliantly and clean cut. It 
may prove a headache to the P.O. as 
it can so easily not show post marks, 
however any postmark will not mar 
the design itself, both being the same 
shade of black. The date 1957 shows 
just beneath the tail of the bird. I 
must confess my ignorance about 
the overhanging decoration, but it 
strikes me as a branch from a pine 
tree with a few cones showing. I 
shall leave the naming of the species 
to some good woodsman. Personally 
I would prefer to see these special 
issues in the large size. The old ar- 
gument against this size no longer 
holds, as most firms today use meter 
stamps anyway. On blank album 
pages this stamp will stand out and 
catch one’s eye quickly. 


Review of the Arnold Catalogue of 
The Booklets of Canada 


This is the second edition, just off 
the press. With the increasing in- 
terest in booklet collecting and of 
course of the panes themselves, 
every collector will find this well 
prepared listing and pricing of in- 
cispensible help. This catalogue deals 
with booklets complete and illustrates 
covers and other matter to help the 
collector locate the various types 
readily. The publisher does not go 
into hair splitting differences, as the 
length of the stitching nor the length 
of the staple or its gauge, nor 
whether it is made of steel or cop- 
per. The ultra-ultra specialist will 
have to work out all those details 
himself, All in all it is a catalogue 
any collector of Canadian stamps 
needs in his library. It is priced at 
only 50e and can be obtained from 
any dealer or if not from the pub- 
lisher—C. P. Arnold, 49 Christie St., 
Troy, N.Y.—L. Seale Holmes, M.D.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 





Dear Mr. McCready: 

For the benefit of those readers of 
Popular Stamps interested in minor 
variations, may I report on two vari- 
ations I have noticed in my study of 
Canada booklet panes. 

First, and of greater importance, is 
an entirely “new” type of Scott 104a, 
the 1912 George V pane of six le 
green. As most collectors already 
know, this pane is found in the first 
printing or “Squat” type, and in the 
norma] later printings of the taller, 
narrower stamps. The “Squat” is 
readily identified by its deep bluish 
green shade. The stamps on this pane 
measure approximately 18x20%mm 
and are printed on horizontally wove 
paper. The normal printing is in 
various shades of green, with stamps 
approximately 17!5x21mm printed 
on vertically wove paper. 

My new type is somewhere be- 
tween these — a sort of hybrid. Col- 
or is a light bluish green, with 
stamps measuring approximately 
18x21mm, printed on _ horizontally 
wove paper. That is, the paper and 
stamp width are as the “Squat,” 
while the height is that of the nor- 
mal printing. 

The other variation occurs in 
panes of six of the 1912 1c and 2c 
George V, Scott 104a and 100a. It 
may occur in others, but I have not 
found it so. Quite accidentally in 
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checking shades of these two issues 
in my collection, I noted different 
spacing on some panes between the 
top and bottom rows of stamps. On 
checking both my collection and 
small stock, I found that this spac- 
ing varies, but may be grouped in 
two classes—narrow spacing (about 
5mm) and wide spacing (about 3% 
mm). I have not seen this reported 
before, and hope it will be of in- 
terest to some of your readers.—C. P. 
Arnold. 


RE “G” OVERPRINTS 

The article pertaining to Mr. 
Green of USA relative to completion 
of all matched positions of the “GQ” 
Surcharges was of interest to me. 
Like many other collectors of Can- 
ada, I was foolish not to make a 
point of getting all positions of the 
“OHMS” Surcharges, when it was 
possible to pick them up at prices 
by no means outrageous; now we 
lack the hard —9— items. 

However, the *G" Overprints are 
a far different matter—having lost 
out on the *OHMS"''—I made a point 
tc appoint an extremely reliable 
dealer in Eastern Canada to guar- 
antee all positions, all well-centered 
as such were issued from time to 
time. As a result everything has 
reached me up to date, and there is 
no reason to suppose that I will be 
let down. 

Following that plan, then I pro- 
ceeded to gather extras from Ot- 
tawa. I have all the items in two 
and three sets now, and each issue 
in blocks of sixteen—Plate Numbers, 
which is quite an imposig array. AI- 
together I number 585. Blocks of four 
and more, which means there is no 
chance of a “let down” at some 
future date. I know that some people 
think this “Plate Block” system of 
collecting may in the long run be 
foolish—a serious drop in the mar- 
ket. I do not hold this view—some 
may find it not easy, financially, to 
keep going and decide to sell at a 
good profit. When this takes place 
there are always numerous collect- 
ors desirous of filling up the “gaps”, 
and I know from personal experience 
having paid as much as $40 to $50 
on a plate block — face value 19 
cents—I refer to the War Effort 
purple items. It is a case of complet- 
Ing a series—if one passes up the 
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offering the chance may not crop up 
again. My motto is “Firstly—an ex- 
cellent hobby; Secondly—a good es- 
tate asset". 

This may be of interest to your 
readers.—Hubert Lethaby. 


CANADA'S FIRST AIR MAIL 
BORN OF SUDDEN IMPULSE 





In his book “Canada’s Flying Heri- 
tage,” Frank Ellis recalls the in- 
teresting story of how Canada’s first 
air mail service was inaugurated. On 
June 20, 1918, R.A.F. Captain Brian 
A. Peck of Leaside Airdrome, Tor- 
onto wangled week-end leave to his 
home in Montreal by suggesting he 
put on a flying exhibition there in 
the interests of recruiting. 

On arrival in Montreal, bad wea- 
ther clesed in and prevented Peck 
from returning to Toronto on Sunday 
as planned. While he waited for good 
weather, the Montreal branch of the 
Aerial League of the British Empire 
suddenly got the bright idea of per- 
suading the post office to send some 
120 letters back with him. At 10.30 
on June 24, 1918, Captain Peck took 
off for Toronto. Almost out of fuel 
he landed at Kingston and had to 
accept ordinary automobile gasoline. 
Landing at Deseronto, he obtained 
aviation fuel and continued on to 
Leaside where he landed at 4.55 p.m. 
and delivered the first air mail in 
Canada. 

Today single cancelled envelopes 
carried on this flight are listed in 
stamp catalogues at $200 each, and 
when they bear the pilots signature, 
the price is $225.—From TCA Flight 
Horizons.

The Australian Post Office Phila- 
telic Bulletin for December, just re- 
ceived illustrates 54 different com- 
‘memorative postmarks for the XVIth 
Olympiad held there last Fall 
These were used at some 16 tempor- 
ary post offices associated with the 
Olympic games. The pmk’s are very 
distinctive and the illustrations most 
indicative of the event they mark. 
Those fortunate enough in this 
country to have received some of 
the covers bearing these special post- 
marks will have very complimentary 
items to go with their Australian 
stamp collection.
